In  response  to  your  letter  dated  April  1,  2005,  the 
Hellenic  Civil  Aviation  Authority  would  like  to  request  to 
enter  into  a Technical  Services  Agreement  with  the  FAA.  To 
this  end,  FAA  could  perform  a Technical  Review  of  the  HCAA 
D2  section  according  to  the  IASA  program,  especially  ICAO 
Annexes  1,  6 and  8.  It  is  understood  that  all  costs  and 
expenses  will  be  submitted  to  the  HCAA  for  reimbursement. 

The  text  of  this  agreement  should  be  sent  to  HCAA,  Vas . 
Georgiou  1,  Hellinikon,  Athens  166  04,  to  the  attention  of 
Governor  D.  Stamatis,  which  after  being  signed,  will  be 
sent  back  by  post.
